The plaintiffs seek an injunction restrain- 
ing defendants from carrying on business in 
Ireland as a trades union in the name, of the 
Transport and General Workers’ Union, or 
of the Amalgamated Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, or any other name similar 
to that of plaintiffs, or so nearly resembling 
it as to be likely to deceive members or 
prospective members of plaintiffs’ union ur 
the public. 

They also seek a declaration that the re- 
cording in the Register of Trades Unions in 
the Free State of the defendant union in 
either of the names mentioned, or of the 
rules, is illegal; and an order directing the 
sequestration of defendants’ property for 
contempt in disobeying an order of the Dail 
Eireann Courts of June 6, 1922, which re- 
strained defendants from carrying on in Ire- 
land in the name of the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, or in any other 
name similar to that of the plaintiffs’ union, 
or so nearly resembling it as to be likely to 
deceive. 

The defence is a general denial of plain- 
tiffs’ averments. The defendants deny that. 
they circulated documents bearing the title 
“Transport and General Workers’ Union” 
in breach of the alleged order of the Dail 
Courts. They admit that they carried on 
business as the ‘‘ Amalgamated Transport 
und General Workers’ Binion,” but deny 
that that title caused any confusion. The 
defendants further averred that, under the 
latter title, they had been associated down 
to the institution of the proceedings with 
the plaintiff union in the Irish Trades Union 
Congress and other bodies, without its right 
to use the name being questioned. 

Mr. J. A. Costello, K.C., Mr. J. M. Fitz- 
Gerald, K.C., and Mr. P. MeGilligan (in- 
structed by Messrs. J. O’Connor and Co.) 
appeared for plaintiffs; Mr. A. Wood, 
K.C., Mr. C. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. A. 
Corbett (instructed by Mr. J. Gleeson) for 
defendants. 

Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. J. Gleeson) held a watching brief 
on behalf of the National Union of Railway- 
men. 


“CEASED TO OPERATE” 


Mr. H. M. Whitton, legal edviser to the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, gave 
evidence that the Transport and General 
Workers’ Union was first recorded in the 
Register of the Department in 1922, and in 
1925 there was another recording altering 
the title to the “ Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’ Union.” In 1926 he 
received a request from the same union, 
asking him to record an amendment of their 
rules incorporating the Irish Mental Hos- 
pital Workers’ Union, but he refused to 
accede to the request. When asked to state 
his reasons for refusing, he wrote on the 
5th August, 1929, stating that: ‘‘The 
Registrar is advised that the statutory pro- 
visions for recording. the change is not opera- 
tive in the Saorstat.”’ 


In another letter to the solicitor acting 
for the defendant union, who asked why the 
Registrar had declined to record their rules, 
the witness wrote: ‘The Registrar is «d- 


vised that the system of recording involved 
continued control by an extergalradmiiistra- 
tive authority, which authority is subject to 
the control of an external Jegislature, and 
as such is inconsistent with the Constitution. 
For this reason it is considered that the 
recording provisions of the Trade Union 
Acts has ceased to be operative in this 


country.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, the wit 
ness said that, in 1925, a letter had been 
sent to the defendant union stating that the 
Registrar had decided to record any British 
society that applied to him for registration. 

Mr. Lavery—So what happened is this, 
that in 1929 you took a different view on 
the same set of facts from what you took 
in 1926? 

The witness answered in the affirmative, 


but added that the Adaptation Order might 
have something to do with the altering of 
his views on the subject. 


CONFUSION ALLEGED 


Mr. Joseph O'Callaghan gave evidence of 


attending a meeting of workers in Mallow 
in December, 1934, at which, he said, books 
of rules were distributed. They had the 
title ‘‘ Transport and General Workers’ 
Union.”’ 

Mr. James Carpenter, branch secretary of 
the Tuam branch of the plaintiff union, and 


organiser for it for Connaught since 1933, 
gave evidence that when in that year th: 
Tuam members, previously belonging to the 
defendant union, came over to them he dis- 
covered certain documents to which the 
‘‘ Amalgamated ” was not affixed in 
the title of the union. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lavery, the wit- 
ness said that a man named Donnellan had 
been secretary of the Amalgamated: branch 
before the members referred to came over to 
the Irish union. 

Mr. Lavery—I suggest to you that. prior 
to 1933, there was an organised attempt 
made, with the*connivance of Donnellan, to 
take this Tuam branch over and transfer 

to your union ?—I was not aware that 
any negotiations took place prior to this. 

The witness said that he was not aware 
that Donnellan was trying to get information 
at this time about the branches of the de- 
fendant union for the purpose of getting the 
branches in the West transferred to the 
Irish. union. 

Mr. Lavery—Would you approve of Don- 
nellan asking at this time for a list of the 
branches of the: defendant union in Ireland 
for the purpose of handing this information 
to your union, although at the time he was 
secretary of the branch of the defendant 
union in Tuam ?+I do not “know that he 
did this. 

Further questioned, “witness said that he 
would approve of an Irishman transferring 
to an Irish union from a British ‘one. 

Mr. Lavery—And taking documents of the 
union of which he was secretary with him ?— 
Not taking documents.

Mr. Wcod — And for the Transport and 
(feneral Workers’ Union, would you take it 
that there are at least 465,000!—I have no 
knowledge of it. 

It is a union not confined entirely to what 
were called the .British Isles’—I think 994 
per cent. of its membership is. 

In spite of any feeling of hostility, would 
it not be fairer to call the union a world 
union than a British union?—No; Gibraltar is 
portion of the British Empire.

CASE FOR DEFENCE 


Mr. Wood, opening the case for the defen- 
dant union, said that the word ‘“ Amalga- 
mated ”: was not attached to the title with 
any intention to cogent fe As a 
matter of fact, it was attac with the con- 
currence of Judge Clery when they thought 
they were ieatying with his order. If that 
was the only grievance the plaintiffs had, 
the defendant union would be prepared to fall 
in with any reasonable suggestion the Court 
might make about how the matter could be 
remedied. The defendant union made the 
case that they were a duly registered union 
with a recording in Ireland. He would 
submit that the union was duly registered and 
recorded under the Acts in operation at the 
date on which they were recorded, and that 
there was a perfectly legal basis for the name 
they used, and that’ once it was on the 
register the name could not be questioned in 
any proceedings in any Court. ne authori- 
ties laid down the proposition that once they 
had the essential matters to registration 
complied with, and that once the certificate 
of registration was issued, the matter could 
not be questioned; and, therefore, in the 
present case, where they had admitted regis- 
tration and where they had legal recording, 
the position was that the plaintiffs could not 
get the declaration they sought. 
Mr. Justice Meredith—If to-morrow 
another trade union was to register under 
the name of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union there would be no remedy 
at all? : 

Mr. Wood—There is a remedy if it injures 
anyone who is carrying on a similar business. 
They can come with their action of com- 
plaint. Our statutory position is that we are 
registered and recorded in accordance with 
statutes which are operative here. It is only 
on the basis that our company is registered 
and recorded that you are asked for relief. 
There was no. evidence, counsel continued, 
to show that anyone had been deceived by 
the name of the defendant company. In this 
case they had not a bona fide action, but a 
political action, with a political motive, and 
with the use of politics to try to destroy a 
union which was succeeding in spite of the 
attitude by the plaintiffs. The defendants 
had made a bona fide effort to comply with 
the decision of Judge Clery, and the plaintifis 
were satisfied with that effort. It was no 
part of the policy of the defendants to try to 
poach members from the plaintiffs’ union or 
to exterminate it.

Mr. Edward Shackleton Lee, a director and

SENDING OF INVOICES 


Mr. MeGuckin (to pigeon — Was it the 
practise then to invoice goods to Dun Laog- 
haire which had been sent out to the customer 
trom Abbey street a week previously !—Wit- 
ness—I do not understand that question. 
Mr. McGuckin—Here is a case in which 
goods were sent out on the 22nd June and not 
invoiced to Dun Laoghaire until the Ist of 
the following month !—Witness—That appears 
to have been the case. 

Mr. McGuckin—This is a case in which the 
goods in question were not even in stock at 
Abbev street?—Witness—These goods “were 
sent direct to the customer from the manu- 
facturer 

Mr. McGuckin—Then how was Egan to 
check these goods ’—Witness—He would have 
the invoices sent te him later. 

Mr. McGuckin—Rut doesn’t it look strange 
to debit a man with goods on the Ist July 
that had been delivered to a customer a 
month earlier ?—Witness—I admit that it does 
not Jook very business-like. 

Judge Shannon—Was it a frequent occur. 
rence to invoice goods to the branches that 
had not been in Abbey street at al!? 
Witness—Yes. On occasion the goods 
would be sent direct to the customers from the 
manufacturers. 

Witness said that no sales of furniture were 
made in Abbey street. They all originated 
in the branches. Abbey street dealt with the 
accountancy side of the business. 

Mr. McGuckin—Am I to take it that this 
prosecution was instigated because of a com- 
plaint made by Egan and his visit to the 
police ’—Yes. 

Mr. McGuckin—What happened at the 
interview he had with you?—Witness-—I told 
him that no matter how the irregularities | 
arose at Dun Laoghaire he would be held 
responsible for them.

The Archbishop of Dublin (the Most Rev: 
Dr. Gregg) presided. 

Moving the adoption of the rt and 
accounts from the Joint Diocesan Councils, 
Mr, A, T. Barber said that the total assets 
to the credit of the United Dioceses in De- 
cember, 1934, amounted to £684,924 Os. 8d., 
as compared with £684,055 4s. 9d. in the 

revious year, thus showing an increase of 

15s. 11d. To this must be added the 
sum of £511 1s. 1d., being th. debt balances 
on the Stipend Fund ot Os. 2d. and on 
the Kildare Cathedral Revenue Fund of 
£191 Os, 11d. This showed that there was 
a net increase of £1,397 17s. There was 
now a balance of £3,647 1s 1d. to the credit 
of the capital account, charged with one 
annuity amounting to £120. The Stipend 
Fund showed a decrease of £320 Os. od. as 
against an increase of £765 5s. 3d. 
~ At the last Synod. said Mr. Barber, they 
had dealt with the balance of the Stipend 
Revenue Account of £341 4s. 5d. for the year 
1932 and £665 5s. 3d. for 1933, making 
together £1,006 9s. 8d. Out of that sum 
they had transferred £300 tc the Poor 
Parishes Fund, £200 to the Officials’ Pension 
Fund, and £506 9s. 8d. to the credit of a new 
account called the General Purposes Account. 

The Diocesan Councils had been empowered 
to make allocations from that account for 


-guch objects as the Council might think fit. 


There was standing to the credit of the 
Stipend Revenue Account forthe vear ended 
December 31, 1934, a balance of £686 9s. 6d., 
out of which the Council now recommended 
that £100 be transferred tc the credit of the 
Officials’ Pension Fund, leaving a balance of 


£596 9s, 6d. 
SOUND FINANCES © 


“We are living,” said Mr. Barber, “in 
a time of great uncertainty, for one cannot 
tell what the future has in store for us. 
The Poor Parishes Fund, which hitherto was 
the only fund which the Diocesan Council 
could turn to when special assistance 
was required for poor and thinly-populated 
parishes or parishes in adverse circumstances, 
will require very considerable help in 
the future, and the General Purposes Fund 
will be, apparently, the only source out of 
— this and other urgent needs can be 
met.”’ 

The total revenue of the Superannuation 
Fund was £3,089 5s. 3d-, and the grants from 
the fund during the year amounted to £267 
16s. 7d, and a sum of £2,678 was paid to 
the Representative Body. 

The income of the , Sle Parishes Fund 
amounted to £1,161 10s. 10d., and the charges 
upon it to £912 19s., leaving a credit bal- 
ance of £248 lis, 1d. 

The finances, said Mr. Barber, were in a 
sound position. One must feel for their scat: 
tered brethren and poorer brethren living in 
lonely and isolated places, not only in tho 
united dioceses, but in remote districts, with 
but little to help and encourage them. One 
was greatly cheered, however, by the awaken 
ing that was taking place in their parishes 
for their Lene fanaa brethren. ‘The con- 
tributions to the Poor Parishes Fund for the 
last three years were:—In 1932, 16 parishes 
contributed £78; 1933, 32 parishes contri- 
buted £178; and in 1934, 41 parishes contri- 
buted £249. There were still many who did 
not, feel nor care, and he appealed to them 
to help the poor and the weak of the Church, 
and sea that they were not neglected.

The Rev, BR. Ex Weir said that he had been 
told that the 1936 census would’ reveal an 
increase in the population of the Free State. 
There was, however, a decrease of 17 per 
cent. in the number of children attendin 
Church of Ireland schools, and the Syn 
would have. to face that fact. Senator 
McManus had stated in the course of a 
debate in the Northern Parliament that the 
Protestant population was diminishing and 
that the Roman Catholic population in the 
North was increasing. When the reason for 
that had been asked the Roman Catholic 
Senator had replied that it is because the 


} Roman Catholics did not believe in birth 


control. “My comment on that,” said Mr. 
Weir, “is that if some of our Roman 
Catholic neighbours in the Free State would 
exercise more self-control it would be better 
for some of our charitable institutions. The

TRANSPORT OF CHILDREN 
The Rev. Canon Hodges, Principal of the 


Church of Ireland Training College, said that

increased the number of children of school- 
going age. He would like to hear of any 
country extending to the minority the 
facilities for the transport of children which 


was enjoyed by the Church of Ireland 


children in the Free State. 

Professor W. E. Thrift, T.D., said that the 
present disabilities of the transport scheme 
were in a large measure due to misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the clergy and laity. 

Mr. B. E. Beck said that at one time he 
had noticed that discrimination had been 
used against Charch of Ireland young people, 
and in his district he had got together a 
committee to discuss the question and try 
and place these young people. Their efforts 
had been successful. Positions had been 
secured, and the employers had spoken highly 
of those engaged. e suggested that similar 
committees should be set up elsewhere. There 
had been published in the /rish Times on 
July 4 last an article which had referred to 
the exodus of the people from the country, 
and gave some reasons for it. 

“We all know the reasons for it. It is 
sticking out a mile. Two expressions in that 
article were: ‘In no case has discrimination 
been used against any member of the 
minority, nor has anyone been made to suffer 
in consequence of his religious belief” “1 
showed that article to eight distinct people,” 
said the speaker,” “and asked them to give 
their opinion on it. It is obvious what the 
answer was in each case. It is absolutely 
essential for us to co-operate to do our best 
to help our young people who are un. 
employed.”

Sent to 
various grammar schools, from which he 
ran away, he eventually spent a few years 
at Oxford, becoming intimate wit 
Coleridge, Southey and Wordsworth. Dur- 
ing his stay at Oxford he contracted the 
habit of opium-eating, which was only 
overcome after a protracted struggle many 
years later. His “ Confessions of an 
English Opium-Eater,” which is classed 
among famous literature of the world, is 
based upon his own experiences, . 

The radio-dramatic story, as written by 


{Paul Dehn and Felix Felton, starts with 


De Quincey’s early school days, followed 
by his estrangement from his family in 
London and the subsequent squalor and 
hunger which he endured ; the meeting of 
Ann, of Oxford street, whom he loved and 
lost, then Oxford and opium-eating. In 
a strong cast, it is satisfactory to see that 
the part of De Quincey is given to an 
actor of the standard and experience of 
Esmé Percy. The music, which has been 
specially composed by Robert Chiguell, 
will be played under his direction by the

Mr. A. T. Barber said that the total assets 
to the credit of the United Dioceses in De- 
cember, 1934, amounted to £684,924 Os. 84d. 
as compared with £684,033 4s. 9d. in the 
previous year, thus showing an increase of 
£586 15s. 11d. To this must be added the 
sum of £511 1s. 1d., being th. debt balances 
on the Stipend Fund ot Os. 2d. and on 
the Kildare Cathedral Revenue Fund of 
£191 Os, lid. This showed that there was 
a net increase of £1,397 17s. There was 
now a balance of £3,647 1s 1d. to the credit 
of the capital account, charged with one 
annuity amounti £120. The Stipend 
Fund showed a decrease of £320 Os. 2d. as 
against an increase of £765 5s. ód. 

At the last Synod. said Mr. Barber, they 
had dealt with the balance of the Stipend 
Revenue Account of £341 4s. 5d. for the year

TRANSPORT OF CHILDREN 


The Rev. Canon Hodges, Principal of the 
Church of Ireland Training College, said that 
the stoppage of emigration had been con- 
siderably responsible for the increase in the 
population, but it did not follow that it had 
increased the number of children of school- 
going age. He would like to hear of any 
country extending to the minority the 
facilities for the transport of children which 
was enjoyed by the Church of Ireland 
children in the Free State. 

Professor W. E. Thrift, T.D., said that the 
present disabilities of the transport scheme 
were in a large measure due to misapprehen- 
sion on the part of the clergy and laity. . 

Mr. B. E. Beck said that at one time he 
had noticed that discrimination had been 
used against Charch of Ireland young people, 
and in his district he had got together a 
committee to discuss the question and try 
and place these young people.’ Their efforts 
had been successful. Positions had been 
secured, and the employers had spoken highly 
of those engaged. e suggested that similar 
committees should be set up elsewhere. There 
had been published in the Jrish Times on 
July 4 last an article which had referred to 
the exodus of the people from the country, 
and gave some reasons for it. 

“We all know the reasons for it. It is 
sticking out a mile. Two expressions in that 
article were: ‘In no case has discrimination 
been used against any member of the 
minority, nor has anyone been made to suffer 
in consequence of his religious belief” “I 
showed that article to eight distinct. people,”’ 
said the speaker, “and asked them to give 
their opinion on it. It is obvious what the 
answer was in each case. It is absolutely 
essential for us to co-operate to do our best 
to help our young people who are un. 
employed.” 

The report was adopted.

The Rev. Canon Sullivan proposed that a 
Commission be appointed to consider the 
osition of the Church in the Diocese of 

ublin in view of the movement of popula- 
tion, and to report to the Synod what steps 
should be taken in the city and in the mharú 
to meet the situation. He said that con- 
siderable towns had grown up in Cabra, 
Crumlin, Dundrum, and elsewhere. There 
were quite large populations in these districts. 
A rectory at Crumlin would have to be 
erected and the church there would have to 
be enlarged. It was the business of the 
Synod to see that people in these areas should 
not be without the means of grace. 

Mr. W. J. Good, seconding, said that the 
number of houses that had been built in the 
suburbs was astounding. Undoubtedly, the 
population was shifting out of those districts 
which formerly were well endowed with 
churches. The result was that the clergy 
were preaching to small congregations. When 
the Commission reported, the Synod might 
have to consider whether it was advisable to 
maintain a horde of white elephants while 
some of the money used for their upkeep 
could be spent to better advantage elsewhere.

His ‘‘ Confessions of an 
English Opium-Eater,” which is classed 
among famous literature of the world, is 
based upon his own experiences, _ 

The radio-dramatic story, as written by 
Paul Dehn and Felix Felton, starts with 
De Quincey’s early school days, followed 
by his estrangement from his family in 
London and the subsequent squalor and 
hunger which he endured; the meeting of 
Ann, of Oxford street, whom he loved and 
lost, then Oxford and opium-eating.

HE Dublin Board of Assistance yester- 

day unanimously adopted a report of 

a special meeting held on last Wednes- 
day by members in conference with the 
supervising relieving officers on the subject 
of home assistance. The special meeting 
was held as the result of an amendment to 
a motion that relief should be increased by 
twenty-five per cent., in view of the cost 
of living and other hardships on the poor. 
“In the report the supervisors stated that 
they had requisitioned a report from each 
relieving officer as to any abnormal number 
of applicants for increase in October relief 
allowances, and had been informed by the 
officers that there was no unusual ‘or general 
number of applications being received. The 
usual applications for individual recipients 
came under their notice week by week, and 
were carefully and fairly dealt with. A table 
of the cost of living figures for each half 
year from July, 1922, down to July, 1935, 
showed a fall from 185 in 1922 to 149 
1935, and an increase since then to 156 


Mr. J. E. Condon, Clerk, submitted a 
report from Messrs. R. Green and Sona 
solicitors, to the Board, which stated that 
while recognising the anxiety of the Board 
to alleviate the abnormal distress in the 
city, the resolution in its present form was 
ultra vires. The power of the Board to 
grant outdoor relief was contained in the 
Poor Relief Extension Act of 1847. The 
section made it clear that in every. applica- 
tion for relief the Board should inquire into 
each individual case, and, being satisfied 
that it was bona fide, might, at their dis- 
cretion, grant: such relief as they thought 
proper. ° Under the Dublin Relief Act of 
1929 the Board was empowered to grant 
outdoor relief to able-bodied men, but the 
rules and regulations required the Board to 
inquire into each individual application in 
this case also. There was, therefore, no 
hesitation in saying that the resolution pro- 
posing to increase the outdoor relief by 
twenty-five per cent. was ultra vires, and 


moneys paid under. the resolution would 
leave the Guardians liable to  sur- 
charge. If the Board felt that, owing 


to present conditions, the relief was not 
sufficient the only course open to them was 
to direct the relieving officers to make a 
report, on each case,and see if there had been 
any change in the circumstances of the appli- 
cant, 
A statement of relief granted under the 
various Poor Relief Acts showed an increase 
from 1930, when the number of cases relieved 
was 38,333, at a cost of £135,943, ta 1935 
March 3Slst), when the number was 59,490, 
at a cost of £186,783. 
“ After a discussion,” the report of the 
special meeting concluded, “it was unani- 
mously adopted that the supervising relievin 
officers be directed to revise the grants o 
relief now given and to submit recommenda- 
tions for increased allowance where circum- 
stances have altered owing to the increase 
in the cost of living or other cause.’’ 
The report was adopted. 
During the week 6,787 cases were relieved 
t a cost of £3,028 7s., an increase of 88 cases 
(£45 lls.) over the previous week, and an 
crease of 751 cases (£241 12s.) over the 
corresponding period of last year. Beef dis- 
tributed amounted to 17,046lb. 
It was decided, on the motion of Alderman 
Medlar, that the grants of coal allowances 
to those in receipt of ordinary outdoor relief 
should be made from 1st November next 
instead of Ist December next, as previously.

Service, efficiency and loyalty are to be of 
no account, and an officer’s advancement is 
to be subject to the decisions of a body whose 
actions have not always met with approval 
of local authorities, the public, or the Local 
Government Service. The Branch Committee 
in this statement is not to be understood as 
in any way indicting the Local Appointments 
Commission, but it is held that, so far as the 
Dublin Corporation Service, akin as it is to 
the Civil Service, is concerned, the use of that 
body should be limited to the few occasions 
when no officer duly qualified is in the 
service, 

“The Branch Committee does not, indeed, 
claim that the Dublin Corporation Service is, 
or should be, impenetrable to the outsider or 
sacrosanct to the elect few, but it is a sad 
reflection upon officers who have given years 
in the city’s service, upon those who 
appointed them, and those who have for 
years controlled them, if there are not some 
amongst them who are capable of filling the 
higher posts in the service as they fall 
vacant. 


THE ENGINEERS 


‘In the present instance there are in all 
sixteen engineers employed by the Corpora- 
tion, with service ranging from forty-one to 
eight years. Can anything, then, seem more 
inequitable than to bring amongst these men, 
all with undoubted records of highly efficient 
service, a person who, whatever his academic 
or other qualifications, must necessarily be 
dependent upon the guidance and experience 
of officers many years his senior in the 
service?! i 

“The Executive Committee in its attitude 
in this matter, in addition to the reasons 
already stated, is further actuated by its fear 
of a repetition of the Local Appointments 
Commissioners’ recent recommendation in the 
case of the resident medical superintendent to 
Crooksling Sanatorium, and, as on a former 
occasion, when three Irishmen, on continuing 
six months appointments, who had given 
nearly two years satisfactory service to the 
Corporation, were deprived of their positions 
and three non-nationals appointed on five- 
year appointments, The possibility of the 
Commission repeating these undesirable re- 
commendations in regard to the nationality of 
the person chosen cannot be regarded as 
remote, and it is the additional purpose of 
a branch executive to combat such repeti- 
ion.

This. was a statement made by Mr. C. F. 
Creed, Cloyne House, Cloyne, Co. Cork, in 
evidence yesterday before the Commission of 
Inquiry into the condition of the horse- 
breeding industry in the Free State, Mr. 
Justice Wylie presiding. All the members of 
the Commission were present except Colonel 
Liam Hayes. a 
Mr. ©. F. Creed said that it was a great 
pity that Irish breeders had to send their 
mares to England. A number of the good 
stallions had left the country to avoid income 
tax and the expense of sendifig mares’ here 
from England. He would be in favour of 
having some first-class stallions in this 
country. To realise any kind of a good price 
they needed animals by well-known sires. He 
had never known horses for hunter breeding 
being so scarce, and it was a very serious 
aspect of hunter. breeding. If the present 
state of affairs continued much longer there 
would be no hunter animals. The trouble 
started after the war, when the market for 
the misfit became very bad. The price of the 
1 trooper fell badly, and the market reduced. 
The number of men hunting in this country 
declined seriously. The slump in England 
and America affected the prospects for the 
good class horse. |

itness—A free market. but 
The witness agreed that the provision of a 
sum of £20 a year for each brood mare would 
help -considerably. An increase in prize 
money would also make a difference. “The 
number of stallions in the country was 
sufficient for thé present demand, and the 
quality was well up to the standard of the 
pre-war animals, so far as Co. Cork was 
concerned, 
To Senator Quirke, the witness said that 
he would not agree that increased tillage 
would improve the prospects for misfit 
hunters, although a certain number might be 
absorbed, He admitted that the namber of 
horses being bought in the South by 
Northern dealers was up to the average, but, 
owing te absence of competition, the prices 
were not being paid. 


SUBSIDY FOR MARES 

Mr. Richard English, Cahir, Co. Tip- 
perary, advocated a better type of individual 
stallion. and expressed the view it woul 
help the industry very much if farmers were 
granted a subsidy each year for keeping a 
mare. : 

The standard of sire, said the witness in 
reply to Senator Quirke, had gone down, in 
his opinion, in County Tipperary during the 
last few years. Some of the best hunters in 
the county had previously been bred from the 
old Irish draught horses. i 

Mr, J. Birmingham, Vice-Chairman, 
Offaly County Committee of Agricylture, said 
that really high-class hunters were produced 
thirty years ago from Iiish draught mares, 
but owing to the present standard of the 
mares that would be impossible now. There 
was a shortage of good mares in Offaly. 
Mr. P. F. Adams, Tullamore (Offaly 
County Committee of Agriculture), told the 
Commission that there was no such animal 
as the Irish draught, and had not been at 
least for the last half century. The Irish 
dranght was now a non-descript, a kind of 
mongrel horse. . ; 
Mr. T. H. Wallace, Roscrea (Offaly County 
Committee of Agriculture), said the trouble 
was that the mares had gone weedy, and 
there was considerable anxiety about the 
standard of quality, 
Mr. Martin Bracken, Tullamore (Offaly 
County Committee of Agriculture), said they 
stopped sending draught mares to thorough- 
bred horses in Offaly over twenty years. ago. 
They were mainly concerned with horses for 
agricultural purposes. 


CONNEMARA PONIES 


Dealing with the Connemara pony industry, 
Mr. C. J. Kerin, Oranmore, representing the 
Connemara Pony Breeders’ ngs i. said that 
they had succeeded in getting back to the old. 
Connemara type. Their object was to pro- 
duce a sturdy animal that would suit chil- 
dren or make th. ‘dam of a polo pony, and 
for that reason they were not interested in 
the suggestion of the Department sending 
down thoroughbred stallions.

system of the Department in the provision 
of hunter sires, Mr. McCarthy said he 
understood that they were bought in Eng- 
land after the racing season, and to his mind 
the sire to produce hunters was a horse fit 
to run a thrée miles *chase. Shorter distance 
horses were useless, The Department should 
buy the best colts at Ballsbridge by such 
sires as Cottage, Achtoi, My Prince—where 
they knew they would get good ‘chasers 
If they got six out of every.ten to go to 
the farm it would be a good investment, 
and would be a better way of getting hunter 
sires. 

Professor J. J. O'Connor, M.R.C.V.8., 
Veterinary College of Ireland, stated that 
they were not in a position at the moment 
to conduct any research im this country. 
They had no accommodation and were short 
of staff. There was no post-graduate course 
in the College, and students anxious to take 
out that course had to go to London, Edin- 
burgh or Manchester. 
Professor M. Kearney, M.R.C.V.S., 
Veterinary College of Ireland, said that infec- 
tious disease was a very great handicap to 
the industry, but the country was fairly free 
from it, and was ‘goa the healthiest 
country in the world for horses. Neverthe- 
less, sterility, infection of newly-born foals, 
influenza, etc,, were causing some loss in 
this country. He suggested that the loss 
through such causes should be assessed by 
the Commission. No serious attempt, un- 
fortunately, had yet been made in this 
country to investigate the causes of these 
diseases. 

“ Veterinary research,” he said, “is dis- 
gracefully neglected in this country. We are 
actually unique among the countries of the 
world in our disregard, our neglect, for the 
research and diagnosis of disease.”’ 

He suggested the appointment of a small 
committee of experts to inquire into the 
best method of dealing with the conditions 
in the country and reporting their findings 
to the Commission. 

The Commission rose until 11.30 on Wed- 
nesday next.

Gentle Juggernaut 


For no impressive reason one hundred 
boys from Beaumont College, a pride of 
Press photographers, an official from the 
London Ministry of Transport, a 17-cwt.

DATE OF GENERAL ELECTION

At the close of his speech on Britain’s ! 


policy at Geneva, and in regard to the 
Italo-Abvyssinian War, Mr. Baldwin 
announced the date of the general election. 
It had been the custom for many years 
past, he said, to have an election some 
time in the year before that in which the 
life of a Parliament would legally expire. 
In practice there were the gravest difficul- 
ties in having an election at. any other 
time of the year than in the autumn or in 
the first weeks of the New Year. He had 
long ago come to the conclusion that in 
fixing an election they must rule out the 
spring and summer months, because of 
finance and the business of supply. Then 
they must rule out August and Septem- 
ber because of the holidays, and, of course, 
they must not allow an election to inter- 
fere with the Christmas trade. “They were, 
therefore, restricted to a small period in 
the autumn and the early part of the year. 
Sir Herbert Samuel had asked: why 
have an election when foreign affairs were 
in such a critical position? It was in try- 
ing to find an answer to that question that 
he made up his mind as to the precise date 
of the election. The newspapers had been 
full of announcements of an immediate 
election, but those announcements had no 
authority from him, and he had preserved 
an open mind to the last. There was, as 
far as could be foreseen, a lull coming in 
foreign affairs, and it appeared to be per- 
fectly safe to have an election during that 
time. He could not say that the sitwation 
would be the same in January. Possibly 
things might be better then, but, on the 
other hand, they might be worse; and in 
any case an election would be bound to 
come next year. ' 
Having regard to all the eircumstances, 
it seemed to him that the @ise course was 
to get the election over now. The burden 
on a Prime Minister in these days was no 
light one, and he did not want the posi- 
tion either of himself or the Foreign 
Secretary to be complicated with 
uncertainty as to the date of the election. 
It would be far better that they should be 
put into the position of being able to get 
on with their work if the country was going 
to entrust them again with its confidence. 


DISSOLUTION ON FRIDAY 


For these reasons he had decided to ask 
for a dissolution immediately, which His 
Majesty had been graciously pleased to 
rrant.

WANTS “ EUROPEAN

Discussing Sir Samuel Hoare’s speech 
in an inspired article this evening, Signor 
Virginio Gayda says :— 

“The mild and cordial tone of the 
speech is very different from that to which 
we had become accustomed, even in the 
last few weeks, from other representatives 
of the British Government. Nevertheless, 
the speeches of Mr. Baldwin and Sir 
Samuel Hoare leave the substance of the 
problem unchanged. 

‘It is reiterated in London that there 
is only a conflict between Italy and the 
League of Nations. We repeat, in our 
turn, that the conflict is between the inter- 
pretation which Italy gives to the Cove- 
nant and that which Britain gives to it. 
“ Italy maintains that her rights and 
her needs and the equitable and necessary 
solution of the Ethiopian question can be 
realised within the framework of the 
Covenant. All that is needed is a more 
integral, courageous and intelligent appli-s 
cation of the Covenant, inspired not by 
rigid adherence to the letter, but by the 
spirit of European civilisation and soli- 
darity.’’ 

Referring to Sir Samuel’s claim that 
it was Britain’s duty to give a lead at 
Geneva, Signor Gayda says that Italy is 
in cordial agreement, ‘‘ but the part which 
Britain has played has not been a leading 
one, but a dominating one. Not only has 
she taken the initiative in interpretation 
and action, but she has attempted to im- 
pose her interpretation and action on all 
other Governments, thrusting aside all 
reserve and even the most moderate sug- 
gestions from other parties.’’

Registered grain dealers in the Free 
State were yesterday made aware of the 
scheme by which Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, hopes to secure an early and 
satisfactory market for the present year’s 
oat and barley crops. i 
It is hoped that the scheme will come 
into operation on November 4, It will 
be known as the Oats and Barley Scheme, 
1935. It will be concerned only with 
oats and barley, and the former will 
be required to bushel at not less than 
40 l1bs.; and the latter at not less than 
52 lbs. 
Each registered dealer who intends to 
take part in the scheme will be required 
to notify the Minister to this effect not 
later than October 28. It will be one of 
the conditions of the scheme that each 
dealer must undertake to purchase not 
less than 50 tons of oats or barley, and 
y the fixed prices. These are :—For 
oA oats, 5s, 4d. per ecwt., which 
is equivalent to 9s. 4d. per barrel, and for 
. r cwt., or 14s. per barrel.

The crisis in foreign affairs cannot be 
short-lived, proceeds The Times, The 
damage which Signor Mussolini has done 
to the fabric of confidence in international 
engagements will not be repaired in a day. 
The present emergency, besides being a 
test of the existing machinery of the 
League, and bringing into play, if not to 
light, an unusual side of its functions, has 
raised a vision of other necessary functions 
of such a body which have been too long 
neglected, and which consist not in stop- 
ping war, but in preventing war by taking 
action in good time to eliminate its causes. 
It may be hoped that both Signor Musso- 
lini and the League will learn from 
experience, and that hope unfolds a whole 
vista of activities ahead of a Government 
which bases its foreign policy on the 
League. :

But, as Mr. Baldwin pointed out, 
there is a lull at the moment in the 
urgency of those problems which it has 
presented already. A certain unnecessary 
tension, ‘arising out of the absurd sugges- 
tion that this country has been planning 
single-handed war against Italy has been 
eased. The framework of co-operative 
pressure, financial and economic, has been 
erected at Geneva. If, therefore, an elec- 
tion is to be held at any time before the 
final settlement, this is clearly the time 
to hold it. Delay might well mean that 
the election would have to be held, not 
during a lull, but during a crisis. The 
lines of the Government’s foreign policy 
are plain enough by this time for anyone 
to understand. No intelligent elector can 
say that he does not know for what he is 
being asked to vote, and he can vote 
calmly, and not under a sense of stress.

DISAPPEARS 


“ INVISIBILITY RAY ” 
DEMONSTRATED

VIENNA, Wednesday. 

Much interest has been aroused here by 
the claim of a Hungarian inventor, M. 
Stefal Pribill, to have constructed an 
on which emits rays making the 
objects on which they are focused in- 
visible. From the start sympathetic interest 
existed for a private demonstration of the 
apparatus which was given to-day. in the 
Central Hotel, in spite of the scepticism 
of scientists, who declare that physics is 
an exact science, and that “ invisibility 
rays are a physical impossibility, though 
the illusion may be produced by certain 
processes.” 

The results obtgined by M. Pribill at 
his demonstration were certainly startling 
to the layman unversed in the laws of 
physics. On a brilliantly lit miniature 
stage a chair was placed, with a dummy 
in policeman’s clothes sitting in it. The 
apparatus was then set in operation. 
Gradually, the dummy began to fade out 
and finally disappeared, leaving the chair, 
which was said to have been specially 
treated to resist the effect of the rays. 

The rays were then switched off and the 
dummy reappeared. 

The inventor then held his hand in the 
middle of the stage, and it, too, gradually 
vanished, leaving a har.dless sleeve. The 
inventor stated that with a full-sized 
apparatus in his laboratory in Budapest 
he had caused the disappearance of full- 
grown beings. 


GREAT FOREST FIRES 


— 


2,000 FIGHTING FLAMES IN 
CALIFORNIA 


From Revrer’s CuRRESPONDENT. 


LOS ANGELES, Wednesday. 


Two thousand men are feverishly 
battling here with one of the most destruc- 
tive forest fires in Southern California for 
years. Scores of persons have already 
been overcome. | 
The fire broke out on the slopes of 
Mount Wilson, on the foothills of the | 
Sierra Madre range, where one person has | 
died in the flames and thirty houses have | 
been destroyed, as well as the sanatorium . 
and the scenic. railway on the mountain- | 
side, 

Unable to cope with the flames, which 
have alrealy caused £15,000 damage, the 
authorities have sent an 8.0.8. to San 
Francisco appealing for assistance, and a 
number of fire-fighting experts have been 
rushed up by aeroplane. 

Fanned by a 50 miles an hour gale, the | 
flames are steadily eating into the fashion ' 
able district of Altadena, where 18 persons 
have had to be treated at the emergency 
hospital. Many persons living in houses 
on Flint Ridge have been ordered to! 
evacuate their homes. 

Two other uncontrollable fires are 
raging—one in the Latigo canyon in the 
Santa Monica Mountains, near the famous 
seaside colony of Malibu Beach, and the 
other at the Santa Margarita ranch, near 
San Juan Capristrano. Anxiety is felt 
for the village of El Toro, which is re- 
ported to be in the path of the flames. 


ANIMALS STAMPEDE 


The terror from the forest fires was made 
worse in several places by a violent wind, 
which drove volumes of, sand from the 
desert towards the towns, so that fire 
crews had to work throughout .all last 
night shovelling it away in order to. pre- 
vent the drifts blocking the railway lines. 
The fire sent coyotes and other animals 
fleeing to the sea in terror, while cow- 
boys from the Malibu ranch tore across 
the countryside on horseback, cutting 
down fences and gates and freeing live- 
stock, so as to enable them to escape from 
the flames, —. 

In one place a hundred horses were 
liberated from a corral, and raced madly 
towards the hills, snorting with fright.

**AN EDUCATIONAL QUERY "' 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Looking at “Former Headmasters ”’ 
grievance from a parent’s point of view, I 
always feel gratified when the examination 
results are published school by school. This 
method places, as it seems to me, all the 
educational cards on the table at once, and 
everyone can see what hand he holds, what 
he is backing. Also, the comparison of 
schools so shown is an incentive to inter- 
school competition, and many parents would 
not send their children to schools which 
never aim at honour in results—rightly, | 
think. 

I am acquainted with schools of every 
kind, including the first in Ireland by 
results—a North Dublin institution—and a 
couple that are considered first because of 
their high fees and avoidance of competitive 
examination. I have no hesitation in saying 
that I prefer the competitive school, nor 
any doubt that it turns out the best boy 
for modern cenditions of life. The former 
school makes a character who is unafraid 
to face competition, one who has learned 
to scorn what is not gained on his own 
merits, while respecting that gained by others. 
The second kind may turn out an odd little 
gentleman, but it turns out also many snobs, 
characters who cannot. face up to the facts 
of earning a living, boys who have to depend 
on favour. 
With regard to Irish, though I am against 
er. what “ Former Headmaster '' says 
might be applied to Latin, a compulsory 
subject for entrance to any university. Irish 
is a complex language, as valuable as any 
other for mental training, and it is not more 
dead than Latin, which ‘ Former Head- 
master ” must have learned and taught. 
With regard to “‘Edward’’ de Valera, he 
took up Irish late in life. 1 know, because 
1 attended some of the classes; and, if he 
became a President and international states- 
man through all that mastering Irish implies, 
it must be worthy of study.

if the glass-houses are not heated. 

Nowadays this parasite of the white fly is 
being extensively exploited, even in this 
country, for the control ef the pest. At the 
Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, a 
stock of the parasite has been kept going for 
some years, and many tomato-growers have 
received consignments of the parasite from 
that stock. 

The Imperial Entomological Institute did 
not import the parasite into England. It 
was found accidentally some years ago in 
England, and has been propagated under 
atiificial conditions ever since. 

Finally, the white fly is a pest which can 
be controlled by means other than the use 9f 
the parasite. 

Seeing that the matter is one of definite 
economic importance, I consider it most 
desirable to rectify the wrong impressions 
conveyed in the article referred to above.—
